This inclusion of the STEVENSON REGIMENT in 1846 is a crucial story for explain how the 
military in history plays a key role for the building the modern state. All the talent that 
won the Civil War for Lincoln came from the Army of the Pacific? Are you surprised 
that it took a drunk, a pimp, and a madman to win.... not a West Point academic. 

We have a wonderful US history to unfold and examine - of success and failures - especially to 
show the anti-foreignism in the geography locations with the distinct waves of emigrants - 
resulting in the "Whitening of America" from bankers, investors, and shipping companies. 

Again, I am here to deliver the measurable outcome that will raise California's ranking to no. 1 
for having the courage to start the story with the natural landscape and the human relationships
